this pa rtic ula r pa r t of the country. 
She was a d a ught e r of T hom a s Crain, 
whoee father 
settled 
n e a r t he old 
F ren ch trading post. 
K a sk a sk ia , 
i . 
R a n d olph county. S outhe rn Illinois, in 
1801, the family ha v in g gone 
there 
from 
Kentucky. 
Mrs. 
B a k e r 
was 
b >rn n ear K askaskia. 
D ecem b er 
15, 
1X19, and spent her e a r ly 
girlhood 
there. 
Along ab out 
1827 
he r 
father 
got tho mining fever t ha t was epidemic 
thruout the S ta te then, and moved 
his 
family to tho G a le n a district, settling 
in tho northern edge of C arrol county. 
He did not mine much, b ut 
farmed 
mostly, and in A ugust of 1835 c a m e to 
C r a i n ’s Grove, as it has 
since 
b een 
called, in Silver C re e k tow nship, 
and 
finding the land and 
surroun d in gs to 
his liking; took up the tirst q ua r t e r 
section of land e n tered in tha t 
tow n­ 
ship. 
T ha t same fall he b uilt a cab in 
lo which he moved his family, 
in clud­

A great deal of patieuce and time is 
required to train tin* horses t<* run 
around tin* ring. 
They are blindfolded 
and taught to run around the Dug in a 
circle. 
The natural tendency of tin* 
horse Is to run straight, and it Is a 
hard thing for him to learn 
A s. s- 
tern of checks and lines makes the 
training easier th an formerly. 
The horse is an observant animal 
imd it j11 to do vvliat he sees another 
horse do, so when the blindfold is re­ 
moved he is placed alongside an old 
trained horse, and the man who is to 
ride the new anim al does tricks with 
the old ones, then tries them on the 
pupil. 
A good, intelligent horse soon 
learns and actually helps his rider. 
Horses are very sensitive to applause 
and with that stimulus will do twice 
as much work as without.

The function of the taste doubtless 
sustains a much more im portant rela­ 
tion to digestion than has been gen­ 
erally a c c or d e d to it, says Dr. Kellogg. 
Food to 
b e digested m ust be appetiz­ 
ing. 
Food w hich nauseates does uot 
stimulate the secretion of the fluid nec­ 
essary to digest it either in the mouth 
or the stomach. 
The sense of taste 
may be r e ga r d e d as a sort of regula­ 


tion. 
Hence it is an im portant proper­ 
ty of fond th a t tlu? M*nse of taste may 
be stimulated and th a t it may 
have 
an opportunity to exercise its selective 
and controlling functions. 
When 
one 
has 
eaten a sufficient 
amount of simple, wholesome food, the 
sense of taste informs him of the fact 
by declining to receive more. 
A per­ 
fect rule for mastication would be to 
chew each morsel of food until there 
is left only a tasteless remnant. 
It is 
useless to swallow such a residue, as it 
can have no nutritive value. 
When 
food is taken in this way, the sense of 
taste 
has 
an 
opportunity 
to 
say 
“enough” lief ore too much has been 
swallowed and tints aitords a peifcct 
means of adapting the a m ount of food 
taken to the needs of the body. 
A careful study of this suggestion 
will also show th a t the sense of taste, 
if allowed to act in a normal way, will 
select those substances of which the 
body Is In great need. 
For example, if 
the blood is impoverished and needs 
jm extra supply of nitrogenous food 


t h e r e will be a craving for such foods 
as nuts, legumes and possibly eggs 
and milk or some other substance con­ 
taining nitrogen. 
A curious analogy to this function is 
found 
in some Insectivorous plants, 
which, as hits been shown by tec. t t 
experiments, refuse to capture insects 
or pay attention to fragm ents of m eat 
placed within their grasp except when 
the soil upon w lich they grow is lack­ 
ing iu nitrogenous elements. 
By sup­ 
plying 
a 
fertilizer rich 
in nitrogen 
these 
so 
called 
carnivorous 
plants 
cease to be carnivorous and behave 
w h olly 
like other plants. 
T he sam e 
principle applies to the 
use of fat 
making substances, such its starchy 
and oleaginous foods, such as nuts and 
cereals. 
The writer has frequently ob­ 
served In thin patients a craving for 
fats, which disappeared entirely after 
the patient had made a gain of 20 or 
30 pounds. 
T he taste was no doubt intended by 
the Creator to be a perfect guide to 
the quantity and quality of food to be 
taken and not simply a means of gus­ 
tatory pleasure. 
Ftifortunately it. has 
been tcrriblj debauched anil pervert­ 
ed from its normal function. 
Men and 
women treat the palate as the pianist 
treats his instrument, touching it iti 
various ways simply for the purpose of 
provoking pleasurable sensations, with 
no regard w hatever for tin* possible 
needs of the body or tin* possible dam ­ 
age which may Ik* caused. 
The sense 
of taste, thus wrongly educated, be­ 
comes perverted, and its indications 
become confused. 
Abnormal ctswings 
are developed, which de m a nd satisfac­ 
tion in the use of tea. coffee, wine and 
other intoxicants, mustard, pepper and 
other condiments, large quantities of 
{salt, pickles and rich and savory dish- 
! os 
of 
various 
sorts, together with 
(sweets, ices and tidbits of all kinds. 
¡The sense of taste lets been dethroned 
i from its high position ;ts governor ot 
'nutrition and 1ms come to be mercl.\ 
the servant of 
ji capricious and iusatia- 
' ble desire for an illegitimate sensa­ 
tion. a purely selfish animal pleasure. 
This is gluttony, pure and simple, and 
is the apt tutor and hail companion of 
alcoholic iutcmperanee. 
The tree use of common salt must 
likewise 
be 
placed 
am ong 
serious 
dietetic errors. 
Professor Bunge of 
Basel, the hauling physiological ehetn 
ist of the world, with m any others, lias 
shown that the so called necessity for 
the alimentary use of salt rests upon 


a very uncertain and equivocal, if not 
erroneous, basis and that at most sait 
lean be used without injury only in 
very minute quantities. 
T he quantity 
designated 
by 
Professor 
Bunge as 
within the limits of possible harmless- 
ness is about 15 gr a i n s a day, or prob­ 
ably 
less 
than 
one-fourth 
of

am ount usually consumed.

use of salt leads to thirst and copious 
drinking in connection with meals. 
Gum chewing, tobacco chewing, tin* 
use of tobacco in any form, must be 
condemned its harmful to the digestion 
through exhausting the function of the 
'sa liva ry glands, so that when reqntr 
ed to maintain constant activity the 
saliva secreted by the glands lias very 
little value 
a s a digestive agent.

glands, as well as the muscles and 
other parts of the body, require rest 
in which to store up the elements nec-

Thousands of people now find ern 
ployment in one part and a nother of 
the work in catching fish, in mnkin 
cans and in canning and packing and 
marketing and so on. 
Sardines are put up in greater va 
riety than formely, there being now ­ 
adays 
sardines 
packed 
in 
tomato 
-awe, sardines in m ustard, spiced sat 
dines and so on, b ut th e great bulk of 
sardines, both imported and domestic, 
nre still put tip in oil. 
Sardines are 
put up also in a gre a te r variety of 
packages than formerly, there being, 
for example, various sizes and shapes 
of oval tins, and some Fra nc h sar 
dines are imported in glass, but as the 
great bulk of all sardines a re still put 
up in oil, so the gre a t bulk of them are 
-till put up In the fam iliar flat boxes, 
tin great m ajority of these being of 
the sizes k now n as halves and qua r 
tors and far the greater num b e r of 
these being in quarters. 
Sardines are 
packed 100 tins in a case, and the con­ 
sumption of sardines in this country 
is roughly estim ated a t from 1,500,000 
to 2,000.000 cases annually. 
Like canned goods of every descrip­ 
tion, sardines a re cheaper now than 
diev formerly were, and American s a r ­ 
dines nre sold for less than the im port­ 
ed. 
American sardines are now ex­ 
ported from this country to the W est 
Indies and to South America.—New 
York Sun.
